amount of the advance being really not more 
than one half the amount o( three bills 
Under these c lie nnutaiwea. it was clear that the 
loan could not In principle: be enacted merely 
because the paper an which the loan had 
bean raised had not been handed over : that is 
to say, that if Ibe endorsed bill* theawlee* 
went handed over, the Bank would be Liable I 
whilo if they were retained in head, and the 
note olthe Bonk itself wu given, thr liability 
would reaae. lie now cimo Co the deed, and 
unless the Jory should llnd in this initroBeni 
an express limitation of the power of borrow- 
ing, thai power must be presumed to reside fo 
the directors j but to for from this being tha 
eaae, ta bad no doubt he should be able to 
show that the deed contained an express au- 
thority for thi ■ very transaction. It would be 
Ken by the deed that the company wu ex- 
pressly established for the issue of billi and 
notes, the receipt of drpueiis, and th* conduct 
or general basking business. The notes here 
referred to. Lit learned friend had 
contended to be ordinary euh note* only, end 
quoted the Act of Council In aoppert of this 
iigument : hut thia Act did not pass until long 
sFter the calaLliahraent of the company, and 
could ibcrcaVm have bad no Iunueno* upon the 
intention* of the proi-riaiary ; besldea which, it 
waa merely Intended to guard the interests of 
ihe public, hy compelling tho publication of* 
periodical statement of bank alfaiia. Indeed 
nothing wsa mon common than for one bank 
in limes of preuing, uot only to borrow money 
from another a pun its note, but upon an I O V, 
or other ttining acknowledgment. Having 
riven this genersl power to their direelon, the 
proprietary could not eoirmlain of the way in 
which il had been eierclicd ; and, again, hating 
given power lo receive depoails, it wu quits 
clear that Mr. Htrt rnijhthxve agreed lo make 
this loan in the way of a deposit, receiving a de- 
posit note by way of acknowledgment. In euoha 
eisr,atoinwlthoutsecurilywourd,byhlaleamed 
blend, who relied lo atrongly upon the etjuily 
of the whole transaction, hive been held hind, 
ing j but now, because it wu accompanied by 
lecuiity, it wis said to be of no avail. If any 
reairiciimi were intended to bate been imposed 
upon the i»ue uf such notes at Ihia, ibe re- 
striction would doubtless hire beon insetted in 
tho deed ; hoi on Ibecoutruy to this, there 
wis a genera] power nf iieuing bills md neiei. 
and of managing all maltna connected with 
the businew of banking : and aurely the power 
of borrowing to meet any exigency, which 
without the existence of tuch a power, must 
end in ruin, mast be admitted lo bo a matter 
connected with linking business. The d'sLA 
end ■s '.tli clauses of tit*, deed, so far from abrid- 
ging the pjwor of the directors, ejt- 
nreeely authorised the present transaetion. 
The first of those clauses empowered 
the direttora to make purchaaes of 
gold and ailvrr to meet the current demanda 
upon the Bank [ and how, he wnuld aak, were 
they to make thi* purchase unlcn with their 
asm notes > This being the cue, the present 
trsnstciion wu unquestionably a purehue of 
this kind. The ■". ti clause gave power ta the 
directors to determine from timo to time in 
whose name or names ill securities that a liquid 
be required to be entered into, by or on the be- 
halfol the company, or by any nersoatr^nsaj-'llng 
business therewith, ihould he giren ind re- 
eeived. Thi* power wu clearly ipplicihla to Iha
